Court upheld previous decision 


By JAYNE W. MILLER 
WILMINGTON - Town 
Manager Michael Caira 
reported to Selectmen 
Tuesday that on October 1, 
the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts Appeal Court 
affirmed the decision of the 
Appellate Tax Board sustain- 
ing the Board of Assessors’ 
value of two parcels that a 
commercial property owner 
wanted an abatement for, 


claiming they were contami- 
nated. 


The. original appeal was 
filed by the I. Fred DiCenso 
‘Trust with the Massachusetts

DiCenso then claimed enti- 
tlement to an abatement of 
taxes because the property 
was “contaminated,” which 
he said compromised the 
value of the property. The 
Appellate Tax Board rejected 
that argument and affirmed 
the Board of Assessor’s valu- 
ation for the years 2004, 2005 
and 2006. Prior to that, the 
Town rejected a final settle- 
ment offer form the DiCenso 
Trust that would have cost the 
town $500,000 and lowered the 
property value. 

So the matter went back 
before the Appellate Tax 
Board in December 2007 
Which issued a Findings of 
Fact and a report on April 8, 
2009. The DiCenso trust then 
appealed to the 
Massachusetts Court of 
Appeals on April 15, 2010 hav-

Estate bequeathed to the town

WILMINGTON - Carolyn 
Harris, Chairman of the 
Historical Commission 
appeared before Selectmen 
Tuesday night along with 
Louis Ross, an attorney with 
Wilmington’s town counsel 
firm Deutsch Williams, to 
present the details of a his- 
toric property willed to the 
town. 

The town of Wilmington 
became the beneficiary of the 
Winifred Richardson estate 
and trust, located at 280 
Woburn Street, after the life- 
long resident passed away 
January 20, 2010. 

The property includes 5.7 
acres of land, a house dating 
from 1754, barns and several 
other outbuildings such as a 
hen shelter, brooding house, 
and a cold cellar. 

Once known as Wheelgate 
Farm, the property is also on 
the National Register of 
Historic Places where it is 


Currently the town holds a 
preservation restriction on 
the property that was granted 
to the town and accepted at 
Town Meeting in 2007, accord- 
ing to a memo from Harris to 
Selectmen. 

Winifred Richardson began 
making her wishes to deed 
her property to the town of 
Wilmington in 2000. 

“It was her fondest hope 
that her property could be 
maintained for the education 
and enjoyment of all of 
Wilmington’s residents, but 
especially for children,” 
wrote Harris. 

Mrs. Richardson wanted her 
property preserved for the 
benefit of future generations 
and toward the end she grant 
ed a preservation restriction 
to the town and names the 
town as her beneficiary to 
inherit her property outright 
upon her death. Currently 
the home is owned by the 
Trust established by Winifred 
Richardson.

The lecture series originat- 
ed in the will of Sarah D. J. 
Carter. She was a member of 
the Jaquith family, descended 
from one of the earliest set- 
tlers of Wilmington. Abram 
Jaquith built a home in the 
westerly part of Wilmington 
about 1665. 

Sarah Davis Jaquith was 
born March 24, 1832 to Joshua 
Jaquith, Jr. and Sabra 
Gowing (or Gowen) Jaquith, 
who lived in the northerly 
part of town, near 
Ballardvale Street. Sabra was 
the daughter of Capt. John 
Gowing, who commanded the 


Sarah taught in the Center 
School in the 1850’s, 1860’s and 
early 1870's. That building 
later became the Public 
Library and is now used as 
the Fourth of July 
Headquarters, Among her 
pupils was Mary Louisa 
White, who married Dr. 
Daniel Buzzell and became 
the mother of Philip Buzzell. 
Philip Buzzell served as 
Wilmington’s Town Counsel 
for more than 35 years. 

In 1874, at age 42, Sarah 
married Cyrus Lewis Carter, 
who was 20 years her senior. 
He was a seventh generation 
descendant of Rev. Thomas 
Carter, the first minister in 
Woburn. Cyrus was a brother 
of William Henry Carter 
“One,” a selectman in the 
mid-1800's. 

Cyrus and Sarah Carter set- 
tled in an elegant house at the 
corner of Middlesex Avenue 
and Main Street. The house, 
later the home of Chief of 
Police Walter Hill, was even- 
tually moved across 
Middlesex Avenue where it 
now sits, next to NAPA Auto 
Parts. It is said that the house 
is but a part of a larger house 
that was cut and made into 
two homes, the other being 
the former Ervyl Stewart 
home on Middlesex Avenue. 

Cyrus Carter died in 1882, 
leaving Sarah a wealthy 
widow. Her older sister Sabra 
moved in with her and the 
two women lived out their 
years in the grand house on 
Main Street. They were con- 
sidered slightly eccentric.

Starting next year, your 
employer must list the value of 
your company-paid health bene- 
fits on your W-2 form. It’s simply 
informational, though. You will 
not owe income tax on that 
amount; it will not be added to 
your taxable wages on the form.

Others on the committee were 
Caleb Harriman, Robert 
Gowing and James E. Kelley, 
the town clerk.

The report bore the 
name of Guy E. Nichols, the 
local undertaker, treasurer of 
the Carter Lecture Fund 
Committee. 

But the trustees of trust 
funds report in the same town 
reports showed a balance of 
over $6,000 in the Carter 
Lecture Fund account. It was 
customary for the town trea- 
surer to pay the Carter 
Lecture Fund Committee, 
which would then hire a 
speaker and a hall. 

The 1948 town report listed 
Burt Tilley as treasurer, but 
with an asterisk, meaning 
that he had died. The previ- 
ous treasurer’s name, Alfred 
Allen, was listed below 
Tilley’s. Then in the 1949 
report, Grace Tilley was list- 
ed as treasurer, and she 
remained as treasurer for 
more than a decade. Alfred 
Allen's wife Alice was a long 
time member of the Carter 
Lecture Fund Committee. 

It is possible that the death 
of Mr. Tilley caused a disrup- 
tion resulting in no payment 
to the committee, and thus, no 
lecture.

ble," said Balestrieri, a 
Wilmington resident. “I don’t 
Took at myself like that guy. 
He is a real genius.” 

But at 24, the 2004 graduate 
of Shawsheen Valley Technical 
High School isn’t doing too 
bad either. 

For just over a_ year, 
Balestrieri has owned 
Candy.com, a self-proclaimed 
“one-stop source for bulk 
candy on the Internet.” 

In short, if you need candy, 
and lots of it, Candy.com 
might be the cheapest and 
easiest way to find it. 

“I'm doing exactly what I 
wanted to do, candy and 
ecommerce,” said Balestrieri, 
who runs Candy.com with his 
cousin, Joe Melville. “I love 


Candy.com sells just about 
every candy imaginable. 
Balestrieri says in only 14 
months his company has 
already distributed goodies to 
places as far away as Japan 
and South Africa from his 
office in Weymouth. 

“We have about ten thousand 
different items from about 
five hundred different manu- 
facturers,” he said.

The last time Tewksbury 
defeated Wilmington was 
seven years ago, and that 
was during Steve Levine's 
26th years of coaching 
behind the Redmen bench, 
and Steve Scanlon’s third 
year behind Wilmington’s 
bench. Now in their 27th and 
10th season respectively, the 
two longtime coaches 
squared off for another grit- 
ty - and second to last as 
Levine is retiring from 
coaching at the end of the 
season - battle on Saturday 
afternoon at the Wynn 
Middle School. 

And this time, Wilmington 
was able to close the books 
on Tewksbury, but kept the 
record intact by coming 
away with a 1-1 tie against 
the Redmen in a non-league 
battle.

overall and need just four 
points in its last five games 
to qualify for the third 
straight season. Last year, 
Wilmington advanced to the 


Division 2 North sectional 
final and ‘Tewksbury 
advanced to the second 
round, and after Saturday’s 
80-minute long battle, it 
appears as if both teams are 
heading back to post season 
once again. 

“If you said to me before 
the week started that we 
would take five of six points, 
I would have been very 
happy,” said Scanlon. “But 
you see today was a 
winnable game and that’s 
one more point for us.

far. 

“Alex Bouthot is playing 
phenomenal right now,” said 
Levine.

The Wildcats did just that 
on their second possession of 
the second half when 
Moriarty scored on a 16-yard 
run to extend their lead to 14- 
0. And Moriarty would strike 
again later in the fourth quar- 
ter on an eight-yard run up 
the middle to make the score 
27-46. 

His eight-yard scoring run 
was almost a carbon copy of 
the six yard score in the first 


half. with Moriarty heading 
straight up the middle and 
breaking tackles on his way 
to the end zone. 

It was a pattern that was 
repeated several times on the 
night with both Moriarty and 
his backfield mate John 
Parsons breaking several 
tackles before going down. 

“We're both tough runners,” 
Moriarty said. “We don’t go 
down on the first couple of 
tackles. If you go down the 
first time you get hit you 
don’t belong out there. We 
always want it to take more 
than two guys to take us 
down.” 

Wilmington coach Mike 
Barry was impressed with 
the running of both of his 
backs, but he was certainly 
not surprised, as he has 
become used to seeing their 
maximum effort. 

“They both understand they 
have to be downhill runners 
for us,” Barry said. “That is 
their style and they stick to it. 
They don’t try to be anything 
they are not.” 

While it was on offense that 
Moriarty put his name in the 
box score with his three 
touchdowns, it may have been 
on defense where he had the 
biggest impact. In the second 
half he seemed to be in on 
nearly every tackle for the 
Wildcats. 

In addition to his three tack- 
les for losses, he also made a 
big open field tackle on a 
screen pass that threatened 
to go a long way, but for 
Moriarty’s heads up play.

Wildcats jump to a 5-0 start

Through one half of football 
against Hamilton-Wenham 
last Friday night at Alumni 
Field the Wilmington High 
football team looked like a 
rather uninspired group, as 
their offense just could not 
seem to find any rhythm, and 
their defense had allowed two 
long (albeit unproductive) 

drives to the Generals. 

As a result, the Wildcats led 
jus as the teams went to 
their locker rooms for the 
half. When the Wildcats 
returned to the field, however, 
they were a far different 
group and they dominated the 
second half on both sides of 
the ball, rolling to a 34-6 vic- 
tory that kept them perfect 
on the season, as they 
improved to 5-0 on the year 
with the win over their rivals 
from the Cape Ann Small. 

With the way the Wildcats 
played in the second half, the 
natural assumption would be 
that coach Mike Barry and 
his staff had some harsh and 
or inspiring wordsfor his 
team at the half, but Barry 
said that was not the case. 

“The kids kind of pulled it 
together themselves at the 
half,” Wilmington coach Mike 
Barry said. “We have some 
good senior leadership on this 
team and the kids responded 
to it.” 

It was a senior, running 
back Kevin Moriarty, who 
made the biggest impact in 
the game for the Wildcats. 
Moriarty scored three rush- 
ing touchdowns on the night 
(two in the second half) and 
played ‘a brilliant game 
defensively at his outside 
linebacker position as the 
Wildcats turned the game 
into a rout 

It was Moriarty’s backfield 
mate, junior John Parsons, 
who got the Wildcats. started 
in the second half, and it was 
on defense at linebacker 
where he first made his pres- 
ence felt. The Wildcats were 
held to a three and out on 
their first possession of the 
half, but when Hamilton- 
Wenham took over Parsons 
and the rest of the Wildcats 
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defense made sure the 
Generals would not be able to 
get on the board. 

After forcing the Generals 
into a third and 15, Parsons 
stepped in front of a Dylan 
Keith pass and picked it off, 
returning it 15 yards to the 
Generals 37 yard line. 

Parsons then did most of the 
work on offense as well, car- 
rying five times and setting 
the Wildcats up with a first 
down at the 16 yard line, and 
Moriarty did the rest, taking 
a sweep down the left sideline 
for a touchdown and a 140 
lead with 4:42 left in the third 


quarter. 

The Wildcats second score 
of the night seemed to spark 
the Generals as they respond- 
ed almost immediately, need- 
ing just four plays to get on 
the board for the first time on 
the night. 

A tackle in the backfield by 
Moriarty followed by an 
incomplete pass left 
Hamilton-Wenham in some- 
what desperate mode, facing 
a third and 16 from their own 
24 yard line. But Keith fired 
up a pass down the right side- 
line that was tipped by a 
Wilmington defender, and 
was hauled in on a great play 
by Generals wide receiver 
Jimmy Love at about the 
Wildcats 40. Love then raced 
down to the Wilmington seven 
yard line before he was final- 
ly taken down. 

One play later Keith scored 
on a keeper to make the score 
146 after the failed extra 
point with 3:07 left in the 
third quarter. 

Wilmington responded even 
faster. On the Wildcats first 
play after the touchdown, 
quarterback Sean Hanley 
connected with junior wide 
receiver Matt Ferreira on a 
flea flicker for a 63 yard gain 
down to the Generals 10 yard 
line. Two plays later Hanley 
hit senior tight end Brian 
Hurley with a 10 yard touch- 
down pass for a 21-6 lead with 
1:22 left in the third quarter. 

Hanley had not thrown the 
ball with much success in the 
first half, but he was superb 
in the second half, throwing a 
pair of touchdowns, and con- 


necting on the big flea flicker 
play. Hamilton-Wenham did 
not appear to be fooled on the 
play as the defender stuck 
with Ferreira nearly step for 
step, buy Hanley laid in a 
perfect pass that Ferreira 
hauled in in stride at about 
the Generals 35 yard line. 

“Sean threw the ball well,” 
Barry said. “He threw some 
nice balls and on that play he 
threw a great pass to Matt.” 

Senior defensive back Chris 
Frissore recovered a fumble 
on the Generals next series, 
setting up the Wildcats on 
their opponents 23 yard line 
and four plays later Moriarty 
ran up the middle for an eight 
yard touchdown run and a 27- 
6 lead with 9:31 left in the 
game after the failed extra 
point attempt. 

Just like he had on several 
other plays in the game, 
Moriarty broke tackles on his 
way to the end zone. Both he 
and Parsons did not seem to 
be taken down by the initial 
tackler at any time in the 
game.

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Rams program takes sixth straight league title 


Golf team continues to dominate the

The Shawsheen Tech golf 
team continued their run of 
league dominance on 
Tuesday, capturing their 
sixth straight league title at 
Gardner Municipal Golf 
Course. It was the second 
straight Colonial Athletic 
League title for the Rams, 
who had previously won four 
straight Commonwealth 
Athletic Conference titles 
before joining the newly 
formed CAL, 

The Rams are 10-0 in CAL 
play this season, but that per- 
fect record was irrelevant as 
all nine league teams teed off 
on ‘Tuesday afternoon. 
Whoever wins the CAL 
‘Tournament is considered the 
league champion, so one bad 
day could have wiped out all 
of the Rams hard work 
throughout the year. 

That’s plenty of pressure to 
bring to the golf course, but 
the Rams seemed totally 
unfazed by it as their top four 
players totaled a 319 through 
the 18 hole course, easily out- 
distancing second place 
Blackstone who finished at 
335, Monty Tech took third 
with a 355. 

“It was great for the kids to 


win the league again,” 
Shawsheen coach Tom 
Struthers said. “All five of 


our boys played really well, 
and we needed to. I'll tell 
you, Blackstone is a team 
that is coming on strong. 
There a lot of teams in the 
league who are getting better 
and it should make for an 
interesting year next year. 
Hopefully it will make for a 
stronger league.” 

The Rams may indeed be 
challenged in the future, but 
for the moment they are still 
the undisputed champ, 
thanks to the efforts of junior 
Chris Clayton, senior captain 
Dan Jacobs, juniors Stephen 
Murphy and Spencer Sawicki 
and senior Corey Gendreau. 

The scoring system for the 
tournament counts the top

Hens and Chickens Tavern 


The trail begins with site #1: Hens and Chickens Tavern, 
located at 13 Wyman Street (originally known as the John Wynn 
House), The house got its interesting name by accident when a 
poor paint job caused a mistake to be made on a sign the tav- 
ern was going to use for advertising. While the sign was sup- 
posed to display three eagles, to passersby it looked like poul- 
try. People then began referring to the place as three broiled 
chickens, which then became Hens and Chickens. 

Funny name aside, the tavern, built in 1734, is Burlington's 
only full-blown 18th century Georgian Gambrel mansion, as 
well as a rare surviving Colonial tavern and farm property. The 
property has been recognized as a historical treasure for some 
time and-stands with the Woburn Second Parish Meeting House 
and Francis Wyman House as some of the oldest structures in 
town. 

Woburn’s first child, named Increase Winn, a boy born to 
Lieutenant Joseph Winn, was born in a log cabin where Hens 
and Chickens now stands. 


Grand View Farm/Marion Tavern 


The second stop on the trail takes visitors to Grand View 
Farm/Marion Tavern, located at 59 Center Street adjacent to 
the Burlington Common. It is Burlington’s most visible land- 
mark and best example of 19th century connected farm complex 
(a barn connected to the main house) 

One of the complex’s most noteworthy characteristics is the 
size of the main house. There are rare aspects to it such as the 
six bay lengths to the principal facade, the salt-boxed and rear 
lean-to form of the roof and the symmetry and extra length 
given to the house by the porches. 

The house was built between 1830 and 1840 by Abner Marion 
who constructed the house for himself and his wife Sarah 
Prescott Marion. Around 1840, Marion doubled the size of the 
house by adding three additional bays and 32 feet to the build- 
ing’s west end. To accomplish this feat, he attached and reused 
a pre-1775 three bay saltbox. How he moved the saltbox is 
unknown (though quite an accomplishment for the time). 

Marion’s decision to expand the house most likely wasn’t 
simply to accommodate future children and grandchildren, but 
also to serve as a halfway house for stagecoach travelers. 

One other interesting fact is that from inside the house you 
can see mountains out in the western part of the state, proving 
that it really offers a “grand view.” 


General John Walker House 
The third stop on the trail takes visitors to The General John 


Walker House, located at 9 Bedford Street. The house is

Walker was born to his father Joshua in 1762 

Joshua Walker had a distinguished military career in the 
French and Indian War between 1754 and 1763, prior to becom: 
ing Captain of the Third Company of the Minutemen in 
Woburn’s second precinct (Burlington) during the 
Revolutionary War. 

The elder Walker is credited with having led his company to 
Lexington and Concord on the morning of Apr. 9, 1775 

His son, John, received commission from then President 
John Adams in 1798. Both father and son are credited with 
building the house. 

However, the most famous resident to have lived there was 
neither John nor Joshua. It was John’s son James, born in 
1794, who went on to become Harvard College President from 
1853-1860. Thus, the house became famous as the birthplace of 
James Walker.

“We have to remember the 
Woburn Public Library is a 
National Landmark, he 
added, ‘but now it has all sets 
of problems. It is similar to 
the old high school.

streets. Before it became the 
museum, the building was 
known as the Center School 
and it was built in 1855 to pro- 
vide a new, modern school 
house for children prior to the 
Civil War. 

Up -until that time, 
Burlington only had smaller, 
one room school houses (of 
which the West School is the 
best surviving example). 
Burlington was ever increas- 
ing its population, so a new, 
larger school was needed.

interesting features included 
the temple-proportions of the 
gable ends, the orientation of 
the building with gable end to 
the street, and the heavy cor- 
nice detailing both along the 
eaves and rake. 

The building stayed in use 
as a grammar school until 
1897. Following that it 
became a public library for 
over 70 years until 1969 when 
the new public library was 
built. It then became a tem- 
porary police station while the 
new police station was under 
construction. Finally, the 
building was restored and 
stands as the Historical 
Museum to this day. 


Old Burial Ground 

The fifth stop on the trail 
takes visitors to the Old Burial 
Ground, located on Bedford 
and Lexington streets. This 
spot of land was given to the 
Second Parish by Benjamin 
Johnson in 1769 for use as a 
burying ground. It contains 
some of the oldest grave- 
stones, dating back to 1736.

three clergy of the second 
church, as well as Ruth 
Wilson, who died in 1871, at 
the age of 89, Wilson left 
money to the town for the 
repair and upkeep of the 
grounds. A portion of this 
money was used to build the 
stone wall that runs the length 
of the front of the cemetery. 
Once the Garden Club pro- 
posed the Heritage Trail idea 
in 1975, it was approved by the 
Board of Selectmen and pro- 
posed to the Massachusetts 
Bicentennial Commission for 
matching funds. Some of 
those funds were used to beau- 


tify the grounds by planting 


In 1976, after the dedica- 
tion of the Heritage Trail, the 
grounds, once closed, were 
reopened for public viewing. 


Woburn Second Parish 
Meeting House 

The sixth stop on the trail 
takes visitors to the Woburn 
Second Parish Meeting House, 
located on Bedford Street. 
For 206 years, this stood as the 
only place of worship in 
Burlington, after it was built 
in 1732. 

The church was construct- 
ed such that men sat on one 
side and women on the other. 
Children sat in the gallery. 
There was neither a steeple, a 
bell, nor a chimney. There 
was no heat until 1826 when 
two stoves were installed. 

Lamps replaced candles in 
1827 and a porch was erected 
in 1846, adding 10 feet to the 
building and changing the 
entrance. This is generally 
how the building stands today. 


West School 

The seventh stop on the 
trail takes visitors to the West 
School, located on Bedford 
Street and Francis Wyman 
Road. The school, built in 
1794, served as one of five 
until the Union School was 
constructed in 1898. 

The school was originally 
located at Simonds Park 
where the little league base- 
ball field is situated. In 1839, 
it was moved to its present 
location. 

When no longer needed as 
a school, it was purchased by 


- Otis Haven for use as a 


garage. In 1967, it was reac- 
quired by the town and com- 


in the state and designated a 
National Landmark. 

It was built by Francis 
Wyman to serve as a garrison 
to which farmers in the vicin- 
ity could flee if Indians 
attacked. It is the best and 
only surviving example of the 
circa 1730 three bay side- 
gabled two story early 
Georgian Massachusetts 
house type. 

It's survived, along with 
the John Wynn House and the 
Second Parish Meeting Room, 
as one of Burlington’s oldest 
structures. 

After a fire in November of 
1996, restoration efforts began 
by the ~ Francis Wyman 
Association. 


The Reed House 

The ninth stop on the trail 
takes visitors to the Reed 
House, located at 23 Chestnut 
Avenue. The house, built 
sometime in the early 1800s 
(no records exist for the first 
generation who lived there, 
but Burlington Historian Lotta 
Dunham insists the house was 
built by Nehemiah Hunt), is 
associated with two families: 
the Hunts and the Reeds, 

Built by the Hunts, the 
house was eventually pur- 
chased by Isiah Reed from 
Jeremiah Hunt in 1851. 
Burlington Historian John E. 
Fogelberg noted that this was 
the same. Reed family who 
started the famed Reed Ham 
Works in Burlington. { 

The road in front of the 
house, known then as Old 
Country Road, was used by 
farmer's 100 years before the 
revolution to access Boston 
produce markets. 

‘Today, the sixth generation 
of Reed heirs reside there. 


Dedication Plaque of 
the Heritage Trail 

The tenth and final stop‘on 
the trail takes visitors to the 
dedication plaque at the town 
common for the Heritage 
Trail. In 1799, when 
Burlington became independ- 
ent of Woburn, the town had 
no town common. What is 
now Burlington Common was 
the center of a village, 

The land that would even- 
tually become the common 
was given to the town by 
Marshall Simonds who died in 
1905. The first house built on
